strive to teach in our common schools 
the things that will be of viul import- 
ance to them in after life, and scientific 
agriculture, it aaema to ai^ toaohea the 
vital spot. 

Let us teach the farmer boys that 
there is yet hope for the old farm; let us 
show him how the combination of car 
tain acids will make Nature unlock her 
storehouse of fertility, and if he finds it 
depleted let aa ahow him how he can 
add phosphorous, potassium, calcium in 
its cheapest form and then teach him 
how lefooiies throagh their root bacte- 
ria extract the nitrogen from the airsijid 
deposit it in his soil. Let us also teach 
him that theae bacteria will not thrive 
in acid soiK: let us try to inapire him 
with a desire to know -nore about the 
eoll from which be Hies and from which 
he draws the sustenance for himaelfand 
the teeming millions of the workl. 

Bat how can we teaoh without a 
teaoher? We hear on ovt ry hand and 
at every torn the cry ' Back to the soil!" 
and aa we look aronnd and obaerve the 
food supply and'prices the necessity for 
such a move t>ecomes more apparent 
every day, and if sneh a the case why 
cannot we in Kentucky adopt a policy 
that will encourage the boy; and girls 
who are oa the farm to aUy there? Why 
luck the ataMe after tha hone baa beaa 
stolen? * 

I believe the floard of Kegenta of the 
Fasi. rn Kentucky Normal School acted 
wisely when they purchased the much- 
discnaaed farm for which they have 
been so severely iruicisedby the "'orilu- 
cises" and so deeply probed by' the 
"probera." 

I don't suppose it would be claimed 
for a minute tba^the farm is a fine in- 
veatmentfrom a pore dividend basis, 
but to him who can see farther ahead 
than his nose, it gives aaanrance of 
paying back to oor great State in a high- 
er, more progressive and more enliglii- 
ened cifizenship a thousand fold wliat 
it haa coat in dollars and ceata. I be- 
lieve oi e of the irreutesi things our fis- 
cal courts could do would be to buy a 
welK^uipped farm for each county and 
employ a lirsi-class farm oxper' to dem- 
onstrate lo the farmers the best meth- 
oda in eonaerving the fertility of their 
soils and also the lateataad beat methods 
of crop prod{fction. 

I believe the farmer boy in Kentucky 
is eiiiUled to knowaa much about agri- 
culture as his cousin in Illinois and Wis- 
eoBkiSk and yet we, as compared with 
either of those States, are spending but 
a small appount to te^b ouf boys bow 
to farm. 

I believe the Kentucky girl is entitled 
to know as much about domestic science 
aa the girls of any other State, and yet, 
as compared with scores of our sister 
Slates, we are doing but little to help 
our girls equip themselves for the house- 
wives of tlie fu! ure. 

May I call the attention of the above- 
mentioaed eommittee that these are not 
dead issues; not dreams of some theo- 
rist, but are living, vital questions that 
we mast meet and solve in a manner 
consistent with the dignity of our Stale. 

Instead of recommending the sale of 
the farm, let that eommittee put iheir 
shoulders to the wheel and have such 
steps taken as will put scientific agrir 
culture in the enrrioulum of tha com- 
mon seboola. ' 

Let the retrenchment begin at some 
other point; play petty politics from 
some other angle. Be the watch dog of 
the treasury when the good of the Com- 
monwealth demands. 

I ahoaid regret It exceedingly ahould 
a General Assembly elected by tbe peo- 
ple of » grpftt Mgncultiir^l State like 
Kentucky so far forget the interests of 
Iheir constituents as to adopt the recom- 
msndations of the "Probe" Committee 
in regard to the farm of the li^astern 
Keatuoky Normal SeliooL i

The use of the steel trap is so fiend- 
ishly cruel that it is hard to understand 
how aaytiaaMB being can aet one. And 
those who use them are either utterly 
devoid of humane feeling, or more like- 
ly V thoaghtleis aad ahare the Ik>pu- 
lar belief that animals do not aaffta as 
keenly as man does.

Dr. H. C'usey, Assistant Veterinary 
the pepartment of AgrieaHare, haa 
turned to Danville from a trip lo Ad 
county where he went at the direction 
of State Commtaaioaaror Afrieahure J. 
W. Newman, *to investigate the death of 
eleven horses within thirty-six hours 
from defective aasllage^ says the Dan- 
ville Messenger. 

Dr. (Jasey found that the ensiUge in 
queetioa had devehi^ ptiMaaiae poiaoa 
from mould corn aad that this was the 
cause of death to to tbe atock. Several 
caaea have been reported of ei|ttlehaviag 
succumbed to the same kind of poison- 
ing. Dr. Casey said that he would 
commend that farmers use 
feeding ensilage to horses, and that if 
fed at all, it should be used with an add- 
ed ration such i^s a good luty. However, 
it would be better aot to feed it to 
horses, he said. 

"Cattle thrive on good enailage," aaid 
Dr. Casey. "I don't think it should be 
fed to working stock, such as horses and 
mules. Oare should be taken to detect 
and deatro y moald y ordefectivf iHajs "

This plan shows what Is probably 
the most economical boose that can 
possibly be Itallt and to nseCal to tbe 
average farmer for seTeraf reasoBs. 
Tbe bouse la eigbt ^eet square and 
the plan shows one end of it. Foy 
the ground covered and the apace 
available, this plaa reqvlraa leas lum- 
ber than any good coloajr keiiaa that 
we have ever seen. 

The front, rear, roof and sides are 
all built of tongue and groove stuff 
six taehes wMe, ami the Mtlra house 
is covered with a good grade of heavy 
roofing paper, thus making it as warm 
a place as is necessary- !n the sevprest 
of weather. It to built on two-inch 
by t h ree Ineh nmiiera so that tt may 
be moved around the tm tnu place 
to place as desired. 

It will accommodate from 25 to 50 
growing pullets, depending on their 
size, and may be vsad te hoM about 
15 layers In the winter.

A eroaa between the Brown China 
gOose and the common goose of Indto 
was the original progenitor of the Af- 
rican goose. Why they are called Af- 
rican to not clearly understood, and 
the Btaadard adopted thto aaaw in 
1S79. 

They will grow the heaviest in the 
shortest space of time of any of tbe 
varteties. and are being raided exten- 
sively around Watertown, Wla., eon- 
sequently this locality has become 
famous for raising what is called the 
• Stuffed Goose." 

Thto goose. wh«i "stuffed" and mar- 
keted, will bring the very highest 
price the market commands, and the 
demand is not half supplied. 

African ganders are used almost 
exclusively for breeding, as they are 
the most hardy end vigorous, and have 
great size. These African panders aro 
crossed on common or grade geese, 
aad thto eroas to the meet profitable 
to produce tbe "stuffed goose." 

These will grow the largest of all 
the varieties, either pure-bred or cross- 
ed, and one specimen, cross-bred, was 
known to the wrttar aa weii^ilng 38 
pounds, and was sold for 38 cents a 
pound, bringing the sum of $14.44. 

Tne market price is established and 
remains practically the same each 
year, 'tha average weight per goose 
of a farmer's conslgnawt will 8x the 
price ho will get.

Without a dissenting vote the Ken- 
tucky Senate pasted the Amett bill as 
amended by the committee, fixing a 
drastic punishment for the carrying uf 
ooaaeatod deadly waapoas. 

Uaisr the provisions of the measure a 
first oonvietioo carries with it disfran- 
cliisement for two years, besides a fine 
of from $10 to llUO and jaii sentence 
of ten to forty days. The penally upon 
a second conviction is conhnemeni in 
the penitentiary of from oae to five 
years The amenilmeat by the com- 
mii:ee provides a hne of from $10 lotoO 
for the eirenit elerk or sheriff wha faito 
or refuses to issue a eapiaa or eaeeuie 
the judgment. 

We hope to see thto bill not only pass 
the House', but that ao Repreaentativo 
will feel called upon to vote against it. 
Tbe "pUtol totUig" habit in Kentucky 
shonid be stopped, and the Amett meas- 
ure appears drastic enough to put a stop 
to Ihe cowardly practice. Hundreds of 
nrurdsrs in thto State would never have 
occurred had a law similar to the one 
jusl passed by the Senate bean oa the 
statute books. Ttie sooner it becomes 
the law of the Stale the belter it will be 
for the good name »f Kentucky.— Bowl-

Tiie regular meeting of the Business 
Men's Club was held at the court house 
on Tuesday night, February :j. It was 
an open meeting and many of our enter- 
prising citizens, not members of the 
Olub, were present and took part in the 
discussions. Meeting was called to order 
by Preidunt C. F. iliggins. who stated 
that tha principal business to be at 
tended to was the discussion of the 
fraight ratas into and out of iiichmond 
as eomparad with naighboring towns 
and towns similarly aituated. Judge 
Jennings Greenleaf presented the condi- 
tions as his committee had found them, 
and slated that it had been the custom 
and liie wisest policy of other towns in 
goins into this matter to employ a rate 
e.xperi, who was capable oi produding 
and makipg exhibits of comparison rates. 
Mr. J. Henry Ramsey, represenlini: ilie 
Louisville Traffic Bureau, was then in- 
troduced and be made it very plain mat 
Richmond was being discriminated 
against as compared with raiaa to oCbar 
pointa. Ha said the rates as a general 
rule bad baeo in affect since 1886. which 
is 28 years, and tbat they would remain 
in efTeel another 28 >ears uolass the 
Business Men of town took the matter 
up. as it was the policy of the Railroad 
Company to give consideration only 
when compelled to. and said mat it was 
perfectly natural for the Railroad Com- 
pany to keep lli« high rates in effect as 
long as no one kiciied or kicked in a 
way that could be felt. Co-operation 
on the part of the freight paying people 
of a community was necessary to brins; 
thiaaMtterbafora the Imer-State Cum- 
maroa Commission. To do this, it will 
take aoma money, and tlie oon^iiiee in 
charge of thia work of Club baa daeided 
thAt the apportionmant plan ia tha best 
way. They will meet and try to lay out 
a plan so as make it as light as possible 
on all and as near equitable as possible.

the sweat of the brow from the com- 
munitics where it is aaiBol, to to dlssi- 
patoi at a distance in extravagant fol- 
lies. Snch a rision is not the result 

of pure imagination — it has had un- 
fortunately its foundation of Justifica- 
tion ioT a f^w consptewMS tautaaces 
wliich leap to the lips of everyone who 
discusses our present-day industrial 
problems; but every intelligent man 
knows that it is no longer, if it ever 
was, the rule. 

In considering tndk kuneatable indi- 
vidual cases, the public, when forming 
it< potent judgment on the present sit- 
uation of the railway industry, must 
recogniio Vkm as the unhappy excep- 
tions they an». To him who insists 
that the railroads should be judged by 
their black sheep, it is fair in answer 
to invite attention to many exemplars 
of hiili-mfaided integrity te the ad- 
ministration of railroad property. We 
in the South can cite shining examples 
of such rectitude. I may be forgiven 
a proud reference to my late chief, 
William WIlaoB Finley. whooe oppor- 
tunities were mat leap than those of 
any of the Hagrant Individuals to 
whom allusion has been made, but who 
after years of devoticm to a public duty 
and the praetice of a largo private 
charity, left an estate the amount of 
which, as announced In the public 
press, is at once a certificate of can- 
did character and an illustration of 
just adBtaiotmtlOB. Oae who knew 
them can add to the same roll of honor 
two more executives of railroads In 
the South who have recently gone to 
the grave — Thomas M. Emerson and 
John W. Thonaa, Ir. 

Despite the holdiup of railroad stock 
outside of the territories the railroads 
serve, and despite the aberrations from 
Integrity in the administration of some 
particular railroads, I believe that 1 
am not claiming too much when I as- 
sert that such has been the develop- 
meat of the recogoitioB te recent years 
of tiM public nature and responsibility 
of the administration of the railroads, 
and such have been the practical con- 
sequences ot that recognition, that to- 
day te every e s s en tial a rallreod bo- 
longs to the communities It serves. 

In this aspect and in a very real 
sense the Southern Railroad belongs 
to the peo^e of the South. It is not 
only their highway to maiicet, Irat Its 
fiscal operations are part of the life of 
the communities along its lines. 

At some risk of trospais upon your 
attmition. I vontore to oopport this 
claim with a brief argument from stSp 
tistics. They record a condition which 
is astonishing and I confess astonish- 
ed me when I saw how far they go 
along the lines of a tendency which 
I knew to obtain. Of the one hundred 
and three millions of annual revenue 
collected last year by the railways in- 
clnded in the Southern Railway Sys- 
tem, there was immediately paid out 
again along its lines at least seventy- 
-ix millions, an amount not far short 
of the total ct^ections from the peo- 
pte of the Soma: for appiiiiilmotiily 
twenty-two millions of the total reve- 
nues were collected from people out- 
side of the Southeastern States — a 
fact not often taken into considera- 
tioa. the ozplaaatiaa of whIA- te that 
an appreciable part of the passenger 
traffic of the system consists of the 
transportiition of residents of other 
localities traveling in the South, and, 
ftotU ieim o re, that to a large extent 

freight charcos on ?oiithem products 
shipped to other localities are paid by 
the cuii.-ii:nc'es. 

What then becomes (rf these great 
revenaes eolleeted te thp Sovfli? Are 
they hurried away to some cavern in 
Wall street? No. The fact is that 
all the moneys collected in the South 
are deposited te Southern l>anks which 
are drawn vpon tkuiu time to tine 
only as funds are needed for proper 
fiscal purposes. The funds of the sys- 
tem thus become an important factor 
in strensthaiioc the banks ot tho ter- 
ritory and so are at an ttaies at the 
service of the Southern people. 

1 have said that these funds are 
withdrawn from Southern banks from 
time to time only as needed for proper 
fiscal purposes, bat even in that opera- 
tion, to a large extent, the moneys col- 
lected for transportation ser\'ice on 
our lines are not withdrawn at all from 
the Southern oommunities te which 
they are eolleeted. This can be dem- 
onstrated by £Ln an^ysis of Southern 
Railway expenditures for the last fis- 
cal year. Such analysis shows that, 
of every dollar .disbursed. 41.71 cents 
went to the payment of wages, sub- 
stantially all of which are paid along 
the line of the road, and so remain 
in Southern banks, a disbWMMMit 
which, f<H> tho Southern Railway prop- 
er, averages about two million dol- 
lars a month. The purchase of nter 
terials and supplies used 23.S0 cents, 
antf, under our p<dicy of buying as far 
as practicable from Southern people, 
19.12 cents of this was expended in 
the South and only 4.18 cents in other 
localities. Miscellaneous operating ex- 
penses required 6.09 cents, all spent 
in the South. Taxes, all paid in the 
South, required 3.65 cents. Interest, 
rentals and other miscellaneous pay- 
ments accounted for 20.83 cents, and 
the hoUers of the eompnn^s pnlHr- 
red stock received 4.42 cents. It is un- 
fortunately impracticable to determine 
the proportion of interest and divi- 
dends paid to Southern owners ol 
Southon railway seeoilttes. I wteh 
it was all foM to Southern people; 
but, leavtec t h ss e entirely out ot ac- 
count, it is seen that at least 70.57 
cents out of every dollar expended by 
the Southern Railway remains in or is 
brought into the South. It may be add- 
ed that these figures do not take ac- 
count of expenditures for additions and 
betterments amounting last year to 
three millions and a half and in ten 
years to twonty-seven millions of 
which the major part, expended on 
roadway and structures, was practical- 
ly aU paid out along the Itee ot the 
rood. Wo naar then take It as es-

transportation remains a i>art of the 
working capital of the Southern peo- 
ple; but it is interesting to pursue 
tho thou^t a step farther to a reali- 
latloa of what these disbursements by 
the Southern Itailway In the South 
mean in the life and growth of the 
Southern people. Of the total of sev- 
enty-six millions paid out alcmg the 
SouthMV Railway lines last year ap- 
proximately forty-three million dollars 
went to tk^ army of 69,000 employees 
and thus, on the conventloaal basis of 
five to a family, directly supported 
aboat StS.OOO Southern people, or 
about six and one-half times the pop- 
ulation of Chattanooga at the date of 
the last census. 

I have spoken of our preferred 
stockholders, but the real preferred 
stockholders of the Southern Rail- 
way System, in the matter of priority 
of claim, are tho poWtloal govom* 
ments of the States, counties, and 
cities along Its lines. Their claim 
upon railroad revenues comes ahead 
even of that of employees, and they 
tO(A 13,743,704.39 te the last fiscal 
year. It is hard to grasp the signifi- 
cance of figures as large as this : 
what our tax payments really mean 
to the communities along our lines 
can be better understood by an illus- 
trative analysis of our payments on 
account of school taxes and -road and 
bridge taxes in the southern states. 
In 1912, our school taxes in these 
states awonntod to aomething over 
1800.000, or an averaga of twepty- 
elght hundred dollars for each coun- 
ty traversed by our lines. At the av- 
erage annual compensation of school 
teachers in the Southern States as 
reported by the United States Bureau 
of Bdncation, this would more than 
pay for ten teachers in each county. 
It represents |2.64 out of every $1U0 
of school taxes paid in. these States 
and amounts to fifteen dollars for 
each school building In the States 
traversed by our lines. Every dollar 
paid to the Southern Railway for 
transportation charges thus includes 
a substantial contribution to the 
matetenance of tha system of public 
education in the South. 

Payments by the Southern Railway 
System in the same year of taxes di- 
rectly assessed for public roads and 
bridges amounted to |447,966.63, or 
an average of $1,571.81 for each coun- 
ty along our lines. Every dollar paid 
to the Southern Railway for transpor- 
tation charges thus tecludes also a 
substantial contribution to the main- 
tenance of the public highways of the 
South and is an indirect but none the 
less real foUfe support of the pro- 
gressive uinv— wt for good and bet- 
ter roads. 

i have referred to the impractica- 
bility of determining the amounts of 
interest and dividends paid to hold- 
ers Ot securities living along the line 
of the road. We Imow, however, that 
a large percentage of our population 
have a very real though indirect per- 
sonal interest te tfeoso seenrittoo awau 
though they may Mvor have seen a 
railroad 'bond or stock certificate. 
There are few families te the South 
who do not hold an insurance policy 
of some Bort;.tfther an assurance on 
life or against the risk of fire. The 
Invested funds of the great Insurance 
companies are, therefore, matter of 
vital concern to the Southern people, 
and te largo nioasars, are their own 
assets held te trust for their benefit. 
We find that thevchlef insurance com- 
panies report their holding of securi- 
ties of the Southern Railway System, 
includteg terminal bonds on which the 
Southern is a jotet guarantor, aggre- 
gating more than eighty million dol- 
lars. In that great fund, the integri- 
ty of which depends upon the con- 
ttened solvency of the Southern Rail- 
way lines, the Southern people have 
a vital proprietory interest, an inter- 
est which, as they realize it, should 
be to them a constant spur to protect 
th o s ss tv es by matefatelng, as they 
can and will, tho baste of SoaUiern 
Railway credit, 

I assert with confidence that the 
facto to which l have called your at- 
tentloa are fun warrant for the claim 
that In a very real sense the South- 
ern Railway belongs to the people of 
the South; so much so that Its annual 
reporta might more pn^erly bo' ad- 
dressed "To tta People of the South" 
to advise jroa of the results of the 
management of your property, for 
today it belongs more to you than It 
does to the stockhold^ More than 
thte, its management is and always 
has been devoted to the interests of 
the South. Its officers are mostly 
Southern-born men and those who 
were not bom te the South have 
boon here long enough to becyme 
idontifled with our interests, our pe- 
culiarities, our responsibilities, our 
prejudices, and our aspirations as a 
peopte; they talk tbe saiM tenguage 
as the peopl^ ot the South, i look 
forward to the time when there may be 
more Southern men sitting on our 
Board of Directors, where I fcaow 
that they will be welitome. 

As an organisation then, the South- 
ern Railway, with full appreciation 
of, and acquiescence in, the present 
tendency ot public sentiment as to 
what a railway te and ahould he, 
stands pledged to the Southern peo- 
ple, and Is proud to declare itself one 
of their own institutions. As such it 
teviteo tha BoirtlMrn jaopte to help 
it to becQOto more and more their 
efficient servant and at the same 
time the object of their pride and af- 
fection. They need have no fear of 
its future if it has their confldenoo. 

I trust you will permit me to take 
this occasion to say finally a word 
of a personal nature: I believe In the 
South and our Southern people with 
all my hoait aai awd. I have given 
most of the years of my manhood 
to an earnest, thouiji subordinate, 
part in an effort to realize a high pur- 
pose of promoting the regeneration

th rough industry, of the prosperity 
cf this our beloved motherland. I 
ha«re not known te a\y own experl- 
enee the horrors olther of the military 
conflict which left our people 
prostrate, or of tlie dreary years of 
poUtical disability and atrophied am- 
bition which foUowedl that great war 
between tho mates, to one ot the 
chief theaters of ^Ahich we are to- 
night, but I know the bitterness of 
these things in the tradition of my 
immediate family, and 1 have learned 
fraa say parenta that there em be 
no higher aspimtion than to be - a 
part in the reai::i:ation of the ideals 
of our Southern people.

toes by tobacco if tlie infection of t( - 
bacco lias been more severe in such cas- 
es than where ditferent rotatkm was fol- 
lowed: irrow potatoes as far as possiUa 
from tobacco tields 

InCnbaand tha United Sutes tha 
splitworm is known on tobacco as a leaf 
miner only. Only the older tobacco 
laavaa ara affaetad. nalass the iafbetion 
is very severe; and in these, the lower 
leaves, grayish, irregular blotches are 
pradoeed, whieh later tarn brown and 
become fragile so that the tobacco is un- 
til for wrappers. At Clarksville, Tenn., 
whara tha iDfaetloa is very slight, the 
larva in most cases betriiis work in the

clude fgg production almost entirely 
over much of our e^-producing terri- 
tory. tt to plaiB fhk sobm provision 
for these months of scarcity must be 
made from the season of plenty if 
eggs are to appear the year round on 
the tables of any except wealthy 
people. Tharsforo wo mast atady and 
work for lacressed rpp production. 

Let as see what tons of eggs are 
found on our markets. Here are rot- 
ten, brokon. cracked, dirty, «tale and 
shnuiken eggs, and last— oafortmiate- 
ly many times least — are the fresh, 
sound, clean eggs, which the market 
calls "flrsts." The causes contributing 
to this list of ludesirable and loss- 
prodacing grades are mainly three: 

(1) Climatic conditions; (2) careless 

or deliberately bad mhrketing; (3) 
poor cars of the poultry on the farm. 
Gggs are graded for market according 
to 8ize. freedom from dirt and cracks, 

and freshness. 

Size, cleanliness, cracks and color 
amy he readily detorssiBod by laspec- 

tion. Freshness. In the sense of ^ 
high-quality, hrru-bodied egg, is deter- 
niii;ed by a process known as "can- 
dling." The egg candle consists of a 
hrtght Ught, protected ob all sides by 

an opaque shield In which are one or 
two oval holes a little smaller than 
the egg. The eggs are firmly pressed 
Bseinst these holes and, as the Ught 
shtaies fhraogh. the yolk aad siiite 
may be seen, as well as the air space 
at the large end of the egg and any 
foreign bodies that may be present.
